JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

From this port our advices by the present mail extend to the 
22nd of October. The outward mails of the 18th and 28th of 
August were received on the 12th and 19th of October respec- 
tively. According tothe Japan Times, the Dupleix, French mail 
steamer, on her homeward voyage took over 3,000 boxes of silk- 
worms’ eggs, while the Sunda, the special P. and O. steamer, got 
somewhat less, the weather being unfavourable for the shipment of 
such delicate cargo at the time of her departure. 

The following summary of news is from the Japan Times :-— 

We announced the departure of H.M.S. Rattler on the 9th 
September on a mysterious mission to the North, whose object 
was supposed to be a scrutiny of the Russian stations in certain 
islands north of Japan. We have now to discharge the painful 
duty of recording the total loss of this fine ship. She struck 
early in the morning of the 24th September on an unkrfown reef 
in a bay, of which one of the points is Cape Nosseyab, the N.W. 
point of Yesso. The weather was quite calm, and the water was 
perfectly smooth ; had there been any breeze, in fact, the accident 
would not have occurred, as breakers would have been visible. 
The ship was under slow steam, with leads going in both chains, 
and giving nine or ten fathoms, when suddenly she passed into sharp, 
wall-like ridges of rock, and remained fast. Every effort was made 
to get. her off, without avail, and the guns, crew and passengers, 
Messrs. Adams and Satow, of the British Legation, were accordingly 
landed, with a large portion of the stores. The Japanese behaved 
extremely well, and did all they could for sixteen days to assist 
the shipwrecked crew. News having reached Hakodate, H.I.M.S. 
Dupleiv immediately started to the rescue, and on the afternoon 
of the 17th Oct. came into port here, with all safe on board. 
Nothing could possibly exceed the kindness and attention of Cap- 
tain Du Petit Thouars, his officers and crew, the Dupletx for the 
time being placed so entirely at the disposal of his guests as to 
be almost virtually a British ship. The Ocean went out on the 
15th, unfortunately, to look for the J2attler’s people; of course 
her errand isa bootless one, but the cruise will do the ship no 
harm, and it is to be hoped that it will be of service to her popular 
commander, Captain Stanhope, who has lately been seriously il]. 

We are beginning to hope, with some show of reason, fora 
change for the better in politics here. The Mikado attained the 
period of his majority on the 13th, so that one excuse for discord 
—the presence of a minor on the throne and consequent govern- 
ment by a regency—is removed. Foreign Powers, at all events, 
may have the Sovereign of Japan for thcir ally, if they seek alli- 
ance with this country, and dene delay in recoeniting @ poten- 
tate whose authority is universally acknowledged by all classes of 
Japanese becomes inexcusable, and harmful alike to the interests 
of this country and to those of foreign trade. The men who are 
resisting his authority have always been rebels, but they have at- 
tempted to justify their rebellion by alleging his youth, and that 
his edicts have not been his own but those of the Southern chiefs 
who surround him, This excuse is not fairly admissible, even in the 
case of a minor, though it has been occasionally admitted ; but the 
faintest show of right is taken away from the Northern party now 
that the period of minority is terminated, and the Mikado ma; 
justly claim from all the Western nations trading with Japan full 
recognition, and full observance, too, of the Treaties under which 
that trade is carried on. The clause (Article XIV. in the British 
Treaty) which forbids the sale of munitions of war to any cus- 
tomer but the Government, ought at once to be strictly put in 
force. Success in war has become now so much a question of 
superiority of weapons, that if the Mikado could keep ironclad 
ships and quick-loading rifles out of the rebels’ hands, and pre- 
serve the monopoly in them for his own troops, he might put 
down the rebellion in a few months, unaided by foreign material 
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force, and commence the work which his advisers want him to do, 
but which can only be done during peace. The question is daily 
drawing nearer and nearer to an open statement, “Is it not Eng- 
land’s duty to her trade to give the Mikado the same assistance 
she gave to the Empcror of China ?’’—but before we send for 
Colonel Gordon it would be well, pehaps, to see whether the de- 
velopment of this country’s resources agd our own trade, both 
impossible in the present state of war, maly not be placed within 
the reach of the legal authorities of the country, by simply com- 
pelling our traders to conform to the treaties and trade regula- 
tions. So long as foreign merchants are encouraged and supported 
by the vacillating and contradictory policy of the foreign tee 
sentative as a body, who seem prepared to acknowledge the Mi- 
kado in one port and any rebel Daimio in another who may chance 

to be in temporary possession of it, so long will foreign merchants 
sell ships, arms, powder, and shot to all partics with true tradal 
impartiality. 

Fortunately, time is working on the right side, and every day 
strengthens, consolidates, and extends the Mikado’s power and the 
moral influence of his government, while the Northern party, 
such as it is, is breaking up. The news of the fall of Nee-e-gata, 
which we gave a month or five weeks ago, is confirmed, while on 
the other hand details which have reached us respecting the move 
of the Tokugawa admiral, reported in our last, show us that it is 
less menacing to the Imperial power than was at first supposed. 
The house of Tokugawa is divided against itself. The circular 
addressed to the Foreign Ministers did not come from any com- 
petent representative of the clan, but from the Admiral himself, 
and his leaving Yedo with the #a-yo-mar and the rest of the fleet 
was an independent, unauthorised step of his own. The chief of 
the’ house is Yoshihisa, as our readers are aware, and the legal 
head of the party left in Yedo was Kame-no-ski, a relative of his, 
Yoshihisa, true to the line he wisely and loyally took last February, 
has remained quietly in Tsurunga, in complete submission to the 
Mikado’s orders, and now Kame-no-ski, with the most influential 
men of the clan, have joined him there. They left in the Ve 
York, on the 8th inst., and we have heard of their having landed 
there in safety. Tsurunga is the ancient seat of the house 
whence Iyeyas came in 1568, a baron in the train of the Daimio 
Imagawa. How Iyeyas deserted after Imagawa’s defeat by Hide- 

oshi (the great Taiko-sama) and attached himself to that chief, 
bow his long and valuable service to Hideyoshi was after- 
wards requited by the gift of the eight provinces, with Yedo 
for a capital, and how he ultimately usurped supreme power in 
self—these are all matters of history. His descendant, Yoshihisa, 
is now ordered back to the original seat of the family, but with a 
large revenue and the position of a great Prince, instead of that 
of an inferior baron, and he has wisely accepted the change of 
fortune. What the admiral can do in his career as a sea-king re- 
mains to be seen; there is little to prevent Yoshihisa from rising 
to power in the councils of a Mikado ruling as chief of a ,consti- 
tutional monarchy of the European type. 

Nee-e-gata having been taken, the northern rebels have fallen 
back from all parts of the west coast. A long list of powerful 
Daimios is named as under orders to take the field against them, 
but it is doubtful whether much will be done until the spring. 
Meanwhile, the advantage decidedly remains with the Mikado’s 
troops. A great disaster has happened to his navy, however, for 
we have to record, we are sorry to say, the loss of four of his ships, 
which have all becn wrecked somewhere on the West Coast. e@ 
Fusiyama, too, the American corvette sold to the Japanese by 
General Pruyn, suffered greatly during the same gale. This 
news comes to us from a thoroughly reliable source. It 
proves conclusively the wisdom of the Mikado taking com- 
petent foreign officers into his pay, and conversely the extreme 
folly of the recent neglect of the English naval mission, 
which has compelled its resignation. till, on the whole, 
the summer campaign has resulted favourably for the Imperial 
arms. We yet persist in advising a compromise as the best and 
quickest solution of the difficulties now existing. Though we have 
no doubt of the ultimate victory of the Mikako’s Government, 
still it may be long deferred, and may cost so much blood and 
treasure as to make it too costly. To procure such a compromise 
should be the aim of all friends to Japan and foreign trade. 

We have nothing of much moment to record respecting com- 
mercial matters. A Chamber of Commerce has been established 

, at Hiogo, which will, we trust, be affiliated with our own, and, 
under the able presidency of Mr. A. O. Gay, and with the strong 
committee which has been appointed to hold office until January 
Ist, 1870, will, we have no doubt, prove of great usefulness to the 

owing tradal interests there. The following gentlemen compose 
the ruling body :—Messrs. Gay (chairman), Reennet McKenzie, 
8t. John, Browne, Korthals, and Blydenburgh. Trade is decidedly 
improving at these new ports, and a powerful dredging machine 
having been procured, an attempt will probably be soon made to 
clear the bar, when the value of Osaka as a port of entry will ap- 
pear. From the North we hear of Mr. |: rasmus Gower’s successful 
work at the coal mines of Iwanai. He has nearly two miles of 
road already constructed to carry the coal down to the sea, and 
has just taken up from Hakodadi his rails and rolling stock ; he 
has found coal of good quality in thick seams, and there is no 
doubt of the speedy development of this part, at least, of the re- 
sources of Japan. 

Every one is complaining that our new municipal director is as 
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incapable as the old one. So much for universal suffrage ; it pro- 
duces results as bad as despotism, and so extremes ever meet. 

| We want, of course, self-government by representatives of land- 
renters and householders, and uatil we get such a system, Yoko- 
hama will be always deteriorating in every particular in which a 
town ought to improve. We have no pavement, no drains, no 
police, no light, no order, decency or comfort of any sort ; yet we 
pay the Japanese Government many thousand pounds a-year on 
the express condition that we are to have all these in exchange. 
But the subject is one of which we are utterly weary, and in which 
no ona outside of Yokohama can have any interest, so we need 
not pursue it. 


THE WRECK OF THE “ RATTLER.” 

The Rattler, sloop, seventeen guns, 952 tons, left Yokohama on 
the 9th September last, having on board Messrs. Adams and Satow, 
of the British Legation. For some years Russia has been making 

radual encroachments on the Island of Saghalien, north of the 
ta Islands proper, to which we have more than once drawn 
attention in these columns, Lately, rumours reached Yokohama 
that an attempt was making to encroach still further, into the 
Island of Yesso, in fact, and to establish or dissipate these reports 
was the object of the Hattler's cruise. They turn out to have been 
without foundation, but a heavy price has been paid for the in- 
formation. 

The Rattler touched at Hakodadi, took in coal and wood and 
passed up along the west coast of Yesso. The first point at which 
she looked in was Iwanai, a small port within a couple of miles 
of which is a coal mine, worked for the Japanese Government by 
an English engineer, Mr. Erasmus Gower. Passing Strogonoff 
Bay, into which falls a considerable river, navigable for several 
miles, the /uttler proceeded into the Straits of La Perouse, between 
Saghalicn and Yesso, and entered Romanzoff Bay, in which is 
situated the village of Soya, point particularly requiring ex- 
amination. Soya is the extreme Japanese station on the Island 
of Yesso, whence travellers pass across to Saghalien, a distance 
of forty to fifty miles. Romanzoff Bay has for its north-west 
point Cape Nosseyab, the extreme north-west point of Japan, 
the other horn being Cape Soya. Oa entering this bay in 
the early dawn of the 24th September everything lay fair 
and calm before the ship, not a breath of wind ruffled the surface 
of the sea, and the lead gave nine to ten fathoms in both chains 
as she slowly and cautiously felt her way in. Suddenly, a few 
minutes before six—when the leadsman had just given eight 
fathoms, and was swinging/for another cast, she struck. It was 
soon seen that she was in an almost hopeless guet a@ pens. Under 
the deceptive calm water lay a series of reefs, stretching in long 
succession right in front of the port, and about a mile-and-a 
half from shore. They lay like a comb in the ship's 
path, and between two of the teeth her bows passed, and 
she lay imprisoned and helpless. Everything was imme- 
diatly done that was likely to draw her off; four of the stern- 
most guns were hove overboard and buoyed, anchors taken 
out and laid, but all was of no avail. About 3 p.m it came 
on to blow, and then was seen how hopeless was the condition of 
the ship. All round her were reefs, awash at low water, and as 
the swell began to lift her she crashed down upon the rocks 
and commenced to roll in a manner that threatened soon to 
break her up. It was clearly time to think of providing for the 
safety of the one hundred and forty-nine people on board, and pre- 

arations for landing men and provisions were accordingly begun. 
The wind was from the S.W., so that there was no imminent he 
ger; but the night of the 24th was an unpleasant and anxious 
one indeed, communication with the shore being impossible, owing 
to the dangerous reefs between it and the ship. At 3 a.m., on the 
25th, the whole of the enginc-room being stove in, and the rudder 
knocked off, the vessel began to fill, which steadied her. On the 
morning of the 26th the officers’ and men’s bedding clothes, with 
the greater part of the provisions, were landed. In the afternoon, 
the barometer falling and the wind shifting to the N.W., every 
body was landed, and at sunset a gale,;came on from the same 
quarter, which lasted for two days, rendering all communication 
impossible, the seas making a clean breach over her. Houses were 
then prepared Jon shore for the crews and officers, sentries set, 
watches kept, and all went on in good order. ‘The men behaved 
very well. Perfect discipline prevailed, there were no attempts 
to break into spirit-room or stores, and all worked hard with a will 
to save guns, stores,small arms, sails, chains, anchors, and rig- 
ging. The engine-room having been stove in, the machinery could 
not be got out, but almost everything else, to the masts, which 
were cut out of her, was taken on shore, properly stored, and left 
in charge of Japanese officials. 

We need not dwell upon the small events of the sixteen weary 
days which elapsed before relief arrived. The country is very 
thinly populated, bare of wood and apparently holding little game. 
Quantities of duck and plover were got along the edge of the bay, 
and salmon was in absolute profusion. Nine miles across from 
Soya, near cape Nosseyab, is a small river, and there, at a village 
calle Koitoi, is a selma fishing station. Fishing and drying 
seaweed constitute the trade of the place, and as many as two 
thousand salmon are taken ina day. Tho trade is farmed by a 
guild in Hakodadi, and their agent at Soya was the chief man in 
t apiece, and rendered good service to the shipwrecked wrew. 

eanwhile & message reached Hakodadi overland, and Cap- 
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tain Du Petit Thouars, who was there with¥H.I.M. Dupleix, lost 
not a moment in starting to the relief of the Ruitler. His ma- 
chinery was undergoing repair and his ship was without coal, but 
by working double tides all through the night he managed to get 
away the morning after the news reached Hakodadi, and, steam- 
er best, the Dupletx reached the scene of the disaster on the 
forty-six hours after leaving Hakodadi, and embarked the 
wrecked crew. 
othing could exceed his courtesy and attention, or the kind- 
ness and consideration of his officers and crew. He insisted on 
giving up his own cabin to his guests, creeping himself into the 
cockpit, and the whole starboard side of the lower deck was given 
up to the Rattler’s crew. All arrived in safety here on the 17th 
inst. There is {generally some redeeming point, some cause for 
cheerfulness in most misfortunes, and in this one, we may cer- 
tainly greet this thorough illustration of the entente cordiale. Al- 
together, to use a common phrase, the very best was made of a

bad job, and though England has lost a ship, the intelligence of 


her officers, the good discipline of the men, and the exertions of a 
truly friendly ally , have saved a fine crew without a single casu- 
alty, and we have every reason to congratulate ourselves that sp 
little harm has been done. 


CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 

From Shanghai our advices extend to the 28th October. No 
later mail advices from home had been received, but the outward 
mail of September 11 was due and hourly expected. The fort- 
night's news is well summarised in the letter of our own corre- 
spondent, but we preface it with a few items from the local 
journals :— 

The WV. C. Herald says :—“ We are glad to hear that Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock has determined to act with energy in the Yangchow 
afiair. It is rumoured that Mr. Medhurst will renew negotiations 
at the point where they were broken off hy the Rinaldo’s with- 
drawal, from a still better position than he then enjoyed. He isto 
goto Nanking, we hear, in a few days, escorted by the Rodney, Ri- 
naldo, and Slaney. One prescipal point—the degradation of the 
Yangchow magistrates—has been conceded since his departure, 
but others—the punishment of |the literati, for instance—remain 
to be settled. 

“Sir R. Alcock has issued a notification ordering Chinese claim- 
ing British protection to discard Chinese costume in China, 
in order to mark their nationality. This suggests a ques- 
tion as ta the propriety of missionaries dressing in Chinese cos 
tume. If foreign clothes are to be held a distinguishing feature 
of one British subject, they should be so of another. Legislation 
must be consistent to command respect. 

“The Quarterly Returns of Trade at Shanghai for April, May 
and June last show the import of Grey Shirtings to be 822,000 
pieces, against 409,000 during the same period last year; of 
£-Qloths, 291,000, against 75,000 ; of lustres, 43,000 only, against 
112,000 ; of iron, 36,000 piculs, against 14,000. As the quarter 
represents the dull period of the year for tea and silk, the figures 
representing these articles of produce do not possess much interest. 
Ts. 416,730 were collected in Shanghai during the quarter for 
import, export and opium duties ; and Tis. 21,444 in tonnage dues. 

“ Much surprise and dissatisfaction has been expressed at the 
sudden dismissal by the directors of M1. Maccall, manager of the 
Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China. A letter expres- 
sive of regret at his departure has been addressed to him by the 
mercantile community. 

“ The report just presented by the directors of the North China 
Insurance Company, showing the business for the half-year endin, 
30th June last, and bringing up the results of the two-and-a-half 
years’ operations of the present company, must be amply gratify- 
ing to the fortunate shareholders. Since its formation, nearly six 
years ago, the company has been one continued and brilliant 
success. There haa never been a time in its history when its 
position was in the least degree doubtful, or when the public 
confidence in its perfect soundness had the slightest reason 
to be shaken. Yet its path cannot be said to have been altogether 
unattended with dangers. For a Company taking individual risks 
up to such a high limit, experience has shown the wisdom of 
extending its operations over three years, as in such case its 
reputation is in less danger of suffering during a year of unusual 
disaster. The North China has undoubtedly been ably and 
cautiously conducted ; tha late Secretary having inspired general 
confidence by his eminently satisfactory management, while the 
directors have discharged their duties with praiseworthy effi- 
ciency. 

The Friend of China says: —“The enterprising proprietors of 
the London and China Telegraph and Express are about to send 
one of their body to China shortly we learn, his passage having 
been taken, va America, for the steamer of the P.M.8. Co., to ar- 
tive in Japan about the end of next month. This looks like a de- 
termination to make themselves aw fat¢ in the politics of the Far 
East, and will be duly appreciated by subscribers. On dit, Mr. 
Murrow, erst of the Hong Kong Daily Press, and now of the Lon- 
don and China Herald, is also about to leave for China again, the 
breezes around the Monte Forte, Macao, having far greater attrac- 
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tions for Mr. Murrow and his family than the sweetest airs of 
Araby, as obtained in a diluted measure on the swards of Black- 


heath. The proprietrix of the North China Daily News and 


North China Herald, with her two daughters, will also be in China, 
we see by the list of passengers to leave England this month, 
shortly before Christmas—quite a climax in journalistic move- 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Shanghai, Oct. 27, 1868. 

The North China Insurance Company have held their fifth half- 
yearly meeting (1866-1868). Without entering into the minutiss 
of the report, it will suffice to say that the following resolution 
was carried :—“ That in consideration of the large accumulation 
of funds in the hands of the company, aud in view of the forma~ 
tion of the new company, the directors be empowered to declare 
a dividend of Tls. 1,000 per share, to be paid to the shareholders 
as soon as practicable.” The net premia for the five half-years 
have amounted to Tis. 2,080,132.59, the losses paid to Tis. 
1,238,281.48 ; and the estimated loss for the current half-year 
being put at Tls. 37,463.82, the balance of profit may be set down 
at Tls. 750,499.46. From this working expenses have to be de- 
ducted ; but these figures indicate sufficiently the strength and 
prosperity of the company during the present term. Less im- 
oe ut still worthy of note, is the report of the Shanghai 

argo Boat Company, which announces a profit for the year of 
30 per cent. 10 per cent. of which is declared, 5 per cent. re- 
turned to contributors, and 15 per cent. carried to the reserve fund. 

The Local Opium Guild has brought itself into notice by seizing 
a chest of opium in the house of a foreigner, who had landed ten 
chesta, after paying the legal duty, but who had refused to submit 
to the squeeze levied by the Guild. On application being made to 
the Taoutai for restoration, he coolly requested information as to 
what had become of the remaining nine chests, upon receipt of 
which he promised to order the return of the chest which was 
seized. The matter is still under discussion.

The old days of Shanghai rowdyism seem to be about to return, 


if we judge by the police reports. Within the last few days three 
serious assaults have been made upon foreigners by (it is believed) 
Cantonese. A European constable, the captain of a Hambur 

barque, and a Mr. Bibens were the victims. 
lies in a precarious state, the captain was severely cut and bruised, 
and Mr. Bibens was not only stunned and badly cut about the 
head, but was also robbed. Four men have been arrested on sus- 
picion, but no evidence sufficient to convict them has yet been ad-

duced. Indeed, not only politically but socially the Chinese are 
showing their contempt of foreigners, and] the oppribrious “ Yang 


kuei tsze,” which seemed to have sunk into oblivion, is now oftener 
than ever heard in the mouths of coolies and shopkeepers. There 


has been one conviction for this offence, the culprit being sentenced 
to fifty blows by the Mixed Court. The administration of this 
Court is daily becoming more and more unpopular; and it is uni- 
versally allowed to have utterly failed in attaining the ends for 
which it was established. The Municipal Council has had serious 
work on its hands during the past week. A panic occurred in con- 
sequence of reports, duly confirmed by observation, of a disease 
amongst the cattle brought into the shambles. Some of the resi- 
dents,went so far as to leave off ordering meat from any but foreign 
butchers, and the papers, not content with stating the facts, 
entered into discussions as to the connection between this plague 
among the cattle and cholera among human beings. The Council 
immediately took the matter up, and purchased three bullocks 
that were said to be affected. One has since died ; but there 
scems to have been little ground for the alarm. The butchers’ 
shops are now regularly inspected, and suspicious joints confiscated. 
If foreign life was thus endangered, foreign property has been no 
less threatened by the occurrence of several large fires. At these 
much confusion arose, and both native and foreign thieves reaped 
arich harvest. The Commissioner of Customs, Mr. Dick, in con- 
cert with the Council, has organised a fire-police, consisting of the 
tidewaiters, who are now for this purpose under the orders of the 
Chief Engineer of the Fire Department. 

It is seldom that suicide takes place among the practical resi- 
dents at Shanghai ; but a sad case of it has just occurred. Ca 
tein Richard Large, of the ship Sea Queen, cut his throat on the 
28rd inst., during a fit of temporary insanity. 

The need for an efficient system of water-police to watch the river 
and its approaches has been recently brought forcibly before us by 
several piratical attacks made upon junks in the neighbourhood of 
the Saddle Islands. The piratical craft are said to clear regularly at 
the local Custom-house, aL with cargo for some coast port ; 
but as soon as they get outside they throw off their disguise and 
remorselessly plunder the vessels in whose company they have left, 
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and the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce, in relation to the system 
of clearing vessels under guarantee. The inspector-general points 
out that the existing arrangements involve too serious a risk of 
loss to the Government in the event, for example, of the failure 
of a firm whose guarantees the Customs held. Such acase actually 
happened a short time ago at Takow, and hence the present cor- 
respondence. He suggests that the Chamber of Commerce should 
“ secure” its members; but this the Chamber distinctly refuses 
to do, suggesting on the other hand the establishment of bonded 
warehouses, and, as a temporary measure, the acceptance by the 
Customs of a receipt for goods stored in private warehouses 
granted by the managers of such warehouses. This would apply 
to imports. On exports they recommend that in all cases the 
duties be paid before a clearance is granted. Apropos of the 
question at issue, the Shanyhai Evening Courier, which is sup- 
posed to represent most fully the mercantile interests of the port, 
makes the following remarks :— 

Perhaps no subject likely to engage the joint attention of the 
Customs and of the merchants is more important than that of 
clearance under guarantee, which has this day been brought 
prominently before the public. Article 41 of the Treaty provides 
that “when all dues and duties shall have been paid the superin- 
tendent of Customs shall give a port clearance, and the Consul 
shall then return the ship's papers, so that she may depart on 
her voyage.” But while it is of couse understood that there 
shall ‘be no unnecessary time lost, there are certain delays inse- 

arable from the transaction of any business wherein the Chinese 
r a part. Hence arose the system of guarantees under 
which the mischievous working of the treaty provision was quite 
obviated, The Customs resigned its lien on ship and cargo, and 
the ied pyaar was, in fact, shifted to the commissioners who 
accepted the guarantee, and the inspector-general who authorised 
that acceptance. But in the case of the failure of a firm whose 
guarantee for a large amount is held, the commissioner may find 
himself in a very usly predicament. This rick very few commis- 
sioners would care to run, and, in consequence, some new regula- 
tions become absolutely necessary. In the “good old times” 
these regulations would have been concocted in secret, and would 
have burst in the full blaze of completeness upon the mercantile 
community ; but now, under the “co-operative policy,” the mer- 
chants have been invited through the Chamber of Cominerce to sug- 
gesta plan, which on the one hand would avoid injury to their inter- 
ests, while on the other it would protect the Commissioners of Cus- 
toms. The question is a serious one, yet one not easily settled, for ob- 
viously the Customs musttreat the best established ousesand those 
whose financial condition is most doubtful on precisely identical 
terms. Our contemporary of the Recorder laughs at the plan sug- 
gested by the Inspector-General, but, we think, not altogether reason- 
ably ; for, while it is easy to find fault with any expedient proposed, 
it is not by any means easy to contrive one to which no exception 
can be taken. No doubt the Chamber of Commerce has met the 
difficulty by suggesting the establishment of bonded warehouses, 
but ,this, before it could be carried out, would involve a con- 
siderable expenditure of time, and in the interim either the 
guarantee system must be retained at the risk of the Commis- 
missioners, or the article of the Treaty must be adhered to, 
to the manifest injury and inconvenience of the merchants. The 
plan proposed by the {Chamber as a temporary measure in the 
case 'of imports is merely the bonded warehouse system under 
another name, the wharfinger being made a servant of the Customs 
for the time being. But as access should be had by consignees 
to their goods while lying in any warehouse pending release, and 
as the goods should for this purpose be carefully classified, and 
ample accommodation provided for the bales and cases consigned 
to each several consignee, we doubt that any wharfinger or mana- 
ger of a private warehouse would undertake the responsibility in- 
volved. 

During the past fortnight, in spite of meat panic, mixed court 
deficiencies, piracies, and every other event likely to trouble our 

uanimity, we have not been without amusement. The Rifle 
Club has commenced operations, and announces a meeting for 
the 29th inst. Tho members of the Rowing Club are day by day 
becoming more active, and a yacht club is in course of formation.

’s men while on leave ashore has been the theme of uni- 
versal admiration, not one serious case calling for police inter- 
ference having occurred. 

News from Yangchow announces that the Viceroy has degraded 
the magistrates uo piestea in the recent outrages on foreigners. 
As, however, he refuses to do more, it is intended to send the Rod- 
ney, Rinaldo, and Slaney up the river. I cannot but think it is 
unwise to take the mey up. She draws twenty-seven feet of 
water, and if she gets ashore, now that the river is falling, she will 
remain for some months a standing joke to the disaffected Chinese. 
Meanwhile, perhaps emboldened by the delay which has taken 
place, the Chinkiang mandarins are running into the wildest ec- 
centricities, The latest has been the arrest and imprisonment of a 
messenger sent by Consul Medhurst with a despatch to the Hoppo, 
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A lengthy correspondence has taken place between Mr. Hart | remonstrating against the illegal detention of certain foreign-owned 
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‘oods, upon which payment of the barrier squeeze was refused. A 
denanateition of some kind is clearly necessary, but the risk of 
carrying up the Rodney is, as I have said, too great to be en- 
countered. 

From Cheefoo the accounts continue to be most encouraging. 
Indeed, there seems some reason to fear that before spring vei 
few foreigners in the lower ranks of life will be left in Shanghai, 


‘A nugget weighing nearly an ounce has been exhibited here, and 


has not tended to diminish the excitement. A report is current 
that the North German brig Frederick Wilhelmina, which has 
been chartered at Tientsin to carry down a number of braves to 
expel foreigners from the gold-fields, was wrecked about ten miles 
from Cheefoo, without, however, any loss of life. The report has 
not been confirmed and comes I imagine from a native source. 
The troops sent to Chefoo would seem to be more wanted at 
Tientsin, for we still hear of rebels congregating in the vicinity of 
that port. It is said that the Chinese Government are about to 
establish a powder manufactory at or near Tientsin, and that 
machinery of the newest patterns has been ordered from Europe. 

From Japan our news is i BY in quantity, but important in 
quality. .M.8. Rattler has been wrecked on a sunken reef, 
about four hundred miles to the north of Hakodadi, to which 
place she had been sent to investigate certain rumours of Russian 
aggression in the island of Yesso. These rumours were discovered 
to be unfounded, but the satisfaction thus obtained has been 
dearly bought by the loss of the Rattler. The Mikado attained 
his majority on the 13th inst., and has already taken an active 
part in deciding the political position. His Government has for- 
mally taken charge of Hakodadi, the taking of Nee-e-gata is con- 
firmed, and disaster after disaster appears to follow the rebel arms, 

From Hiogo and Osaka the only news is that Mr.-Russell Brooke 
Robertson, late Acting-Consul at the latter port, has been enter- 
tained at a farewell dinner by the community, who also presented 
him with a°* valuable gold watch. A Chamber of Commerce has 
been established at Hiogo, under the chairmanship of Mr. Gay; 
and, finally, the North German barque /ris, the first vessel direct 
from Europe to the new ports, arrived at Kobe, from Hamburg, on 
the 10th inst. 





HONG KONG. 

Advices from this port are to the 3rd November ; the outward 
mails of September 11 and 18 were received on the 13th and»27th 
of October respectively. The latest London telegrams reached 
only to the 3rd October. 

here is again an entire absence of local news of general in- 
terest ; the principal topic is the departure of his Excellency the 
Governor, accompanied by Lady MacDonnell, and the Hon. Mr. 
Rennie, Auditor-General, who had left in H.M.8. Adventure for a 
trip to Shanghai and Japan. They were to be absent about six 
weeks, during which time, Mr. Austin Colonial Secretary, was 
Acting-Governor. 

The only other item of importance is the delivery of judgment 
in the Supreme Court in the case of C. P. Henderson v. the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank, another ‘of the numerous cases arising 
out of the bankruptcy of Lyall, Still, and Co., so often alluded to 
in these columns. It will be remembered that the case, which was 
heard in the beginning of August last, was a suit in Chancery, 
brought on a bill in equity filed by plaintiffs, praying that certain 
goods or their proceeds, say 100 bales grey shirtings, valued at 
£3,524, now in the hands of Aalandatite be turned over to plain- 
tiffs, or if the Court decides that plaintiffs have a right to such 
goods, that an account may be stated, and the balance remaining, 
after satisfying defendants’ claim, may be handed over to plain- 
tiff. In some respects this case resembles that of the Min 
and Pakwan, already heard in this Court, and familiar to all 
who were in the colony at the time. It a that in Sep- 
tember, 1866, Messrs. G@. F. Lyall and C. F. Still, of London, 
purchased among other goods from the plaintiffs, 100 bales 

rey shirtings, and shipped the same per Min to Hong Kong. 
fhe bills of lading were sent out to Lyall, Still and Co., who im- 
mediately hypothecated them to the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank. Plainthtfs sent out instructions after the news of the failure 
of Lyall, Still and Co., to their agent here to stop the goods tn 
transitu ; but they were delivered to the bank. One peculiar fea- 
ture in the case is that the bill of lading, under which the goods 
were shipped, is without the usual words, “ or order, or assigns.” 

After referring to the facts of the case as found in the corres- 
pondence put in and the evidence taken, his Lordship said: The 
 atiegers wording of the bill of lading does not appear to have 

en discovered by anybody until pointed out by Mr. Logan 
Russell, who acted as agent for the plaintiffs. Under these cir- 
cumstances the M/in arrives with the goods on board, and both 
plaintiffs and defendants claim them ; plaintiffs under the general 
right to stop tn transitu, and defendants under the endorsement of 
the bill of lading. Defendants obtained possession from the 
captain, and the question which I have to decide is whether 
the bank is entitled to hold them against the plaintiffs. His 
Lordship next referred to the very able arguments of the 
learned counsel on both sides, and after saying that he did not 
propose to comment on the authorities then quoted in support of 
these arrangements, he goes on to remark :—I decide the question 
against the bank on a very simple principle. It is this: Mr. 

esser, the chief manager of the bank, allows the firm of Lyall, 
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Still, and Co. to substitute the Min’s documents for those of the 
Shunlee, which he candidly says he would not have done had 
he known the words “or assigns” were omitted. The omission 
of the words was, I hold, notice to every person into whose 
hands it came that the goods mentioned in it were shipped 
under a special arrangement—an arrangement by which I am of 
opinion that the bank was bound. If Mr. Kresser had noticed the 
omission he would not have allowed the documents to have been 
substituted, or he would have inquired for the correspondence and 
invoice, which would have explained the whole matter. This, how- 
ever, he did not do, and I must therefore hold that the bank can 
stand in no better position regarding these goods than Lyall, Still 
and Co.,a point which I have already determined. Let an account 
be taken, and the plaintiffs be placed in the same position as that 
in which they would have stood had they stopped the goods on 
the arrival of the Min, Let interest at the rate of 12 per cent. 
per annum be allowed and defendants pay the costs of this suit.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates hence are to November 10. The outward mail of Sept. 
24 was received on the 28th of October, with London telegrams to 
October 17, The Straits Times gives the following summary of 
news :— 

The Messageries Imperiales steamer Donnai arrived from Hong 
Kong via Saigon on the 3rd of November, and left again on the 
4th with her homeward mails. She brought no news of any inte- 
rest from Saigon. Tranquillity prevailed throughout the French 
territory, and his Excellency Admiral Ohier had been on a tour of 
inspection through several of the provinces, and had visited some 
of the native semi-independent princes under French protectorate. 
A formidable French ironclad war-steamer the Beligueuse, carrying 
the flag of Admiral Penhoet, paid this port a visit on the 28th ult. 
and after remaining a day or two left en route for Bourbon. 

Locally the interval of thirteen days has not been marked by 
any event of an unusual or exciting character. The volunteers 
have had two or three marches out ; the Supreme Court has been 
sitting for the disposal of civil cases ; and the Legislative Council 
have held two meetings, at the last of which the Supply Bill for 
1869 was passed with ease and with such a lack of discussion 
or question of any one item, as must have been eminently pleasant 
and satisfactory to his Excellency the Governor and his faithful 
official councillors. 

In the Supreme Court several civil cases of considerable public 
interest have been disposed of. Several more cases against the 
owners of the late powder-hulk Princess Royal were decided in 
favour of the plaintiffs and execution obtained. The case so long 

nding against Captain Ord, late Acting Commissioner of the 

urt of Requests here (when the circumstances originating the 
action took place), but now police magistrate at Malacca, for false 
imprisonment of Mr. Davidson, one of the brethren of the lon 
robe, has been decided against him, jand damages of $100, with 
costs, awarded. 

The first meeting of the Legislative Council, during the fort- 
night, was held on the 3lst Oct, when an ordinance containing 
certain amendments of a merely formal character in the Supreme 
Court Ordinance, was read a third time and passed. Some pro- 
gress was made with an Excise Amendment Act, as also with the 

ills for the Registration of Births and Deuths, and of Compulsory 
Vaccination. 

The second meeting of the Council was held on the 6th Nov. 
when the Excise Amendment Bill was read a third time and 
passed. The Supply Bili for 1860 was introduced, read a first, 
second, and third time, and passed. Only two unofficial members 
were present, who essayed an amendment on one item—that for 
Transport, which is treble for 1869 what it was estimated at 
for 1868. It allots to officials of the higher ranks allowances for 
travelling expenses, not including hack hire, however, and of 
course the four official members present, the Acting Colonid ue- 
cretary, the Attorney-General, ce Treasurer, and the Auditor 
General were not going to allow themselves to be deprived of any 
handy perquisites of office like this by two unofficials, so they 
voted like one man against the amendment, and it was lost. His 
Excellency the Governor did not vote. ‘The total amount voted 
for the public service for 1869 is 1,318,217.27 dols., but of course 
a supplementary estimate will be necessary in due time, and it was 
for 1868. 

The Singapore Free Press newspaper, after an existence o! over 
thirty-three years, ceased to be published on the 31st Oct. 

Admiral eppel is expected to arrive here from Bangkok about 
the 20th inst., in H.M.S. Salamis. 


PENANG. 

Our latest files from Penang contain several items of news of 
considerable interest which are worth noticing. 

The Gazet’e of the 17th October publishes a long and exhaustive 
letter concerning fees on processions, licences, &c. The writer 
criticises very severely all the Legislative enactments and orders 
in council which have been promulgated by the Colonial Govern- 
ment, and indeed roundly asserts them to be in many respects 
illegal, and savouring of extortion. The letter deserves 
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perusal, but is too long for insertion here. The Crazette 

as also in the same issue two letters from Colonel Man, 
dated February last, relating to the Chinese riots in August 
last year, and giving the facts as to the money levied 
from the two societies concerned in the riots. It appears 
that the chiets of the Ghee Hins and Toh Peh Kongs signed bonds 
for 35,250 dols. for each society, and gave sour for their pay- 
ment by grants of land or houses. The Toh Peh Kongs paid 6,250 
dols., cash down, and delivered up the grant for their Kongsi house, 
valued at 8,000 dols.,and signed bonds for the balance. The Ghee Hins 
gave bonds for a corresponding amount. Thus Government got pos- 
session of property to the value of over 70,000 dols. What has been 
done with this property 7 From Colonel Man's letter we gather 
that only 1,250 dols. have been distributed, a sum of 50 dols. 
finding its way to the hands of the sufferers from the riots, and 
the rest having been given to the sepoys and the police. Colonel 
Man states that, most of the property being trust, it cannot be 
sold without a short Act of Council giving a valid title to the 
purchaser. Has, we ask again, anything been done in the matter 
since Colonel Man addressed the Government on the subject ? 
Colonel Man gives the expenses of the Riot Commission at 
392.02 dols. and 133 dols. for legal expenses. 

A public meeting was held in the Exchange on Wednesday, the 
21st Oct., to consider and protest against the proposed increase of 
the military contribution charged upon the colony. The Hon. F. 
8. Brown, M.1..C., took the chair, and the following resolutions 
were passed :— 

Proposed by Mr. Nairne, and seconded by Mr. Walter Scott: 
“The projected changes in the military arrangements, as recently 
announced by his Raxcollenes the Governor, have caused great 
alarm and dissatisfaction among the community, and this meet- 
ing considers such changes would be a breach of faith on the 
part of the Supreme Government, and would entail a heavy ad- 
ditional burden on the resources of the country.” - 

Proposed by Mr. Allan and seconded by Mr. Hasche: “The 

meeting would bring to the notice of his Excellency the Governor 
that the portion of the military force allotted to this station is 
deemed too small for its requirements.” 
' Proposed by Mr. M. F. Davidson and seconded by Mr. Gentle : 
“The claim advanced by the War Department for the cost of 
barrack accommodation for the troops] the meeting are of opinion, 
may be safely left in the hands fof his Excellency the Governor 
for arrangement with the Home Government.” 

Proposed by Mr. Buttery, and seconded by Mr. M. A. Anthony : 
* That the Chairman be requested to forward a copy of these three 
resolutions to his Excellency the Governor.”

Commercial Report, 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

YorouamMa.—Cotton Yarn: During the earlier part of the interval 
some business was done in 16-248. and 28-82s. chiefly, 88-428. Deliveries 
had been satisfactory and prices were firm. Grey Shirtings: Transactions 
commenced at $2.95 to 3.05 for 8 lbs. 4 oz., but have since advanced, and 
the market closed firm. Deliveries had been fair, but stocks were quite 
full enough. White Shirtings out of demand. T-Cloths again wanted, 
and business had been done at our quotations. Spots and Brocades: Quiet, 
nominal, and unsaleable. Velvets: Small inquiry for Black ; quotations 
unchanged. Taffachelass: There was some inquiry, but at unremunerative 
prices. Other Cotton Goods not inquired for. Camlets: Little inquiry 
for anything but Black, which had been freely saleable at $20. Scarlet 
were worth $18 nominally, but these and assortments were difficult of 
sale. Cloth was in demand, but stocks were not large. Blankets 
much wanted, but no stocks; prices were firm. Metals very depressed. 
The following were the current quotations :—Cotton Yarn: Nos. 16 to 
24, $48 to 49 per picul ; 28 to 32, $52 to 53.50; 88 to 42, $49 to 
50. Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs., $2.35 to 2.48 per piece; 8.4 to 8.8 Ibs., 
$3 to 3.10. White Shirtings, $2.80 to 3.60; T-Cloths, $1.90 to 2.40; 
Camnlets, S., $16 to 17 per piece; S.S., $15 to 15.50; Cloth, Broad, $1.50 
to2 per yard; Medium, $1 to 1.75; Blankets, $0.75 to $0.80 per Ib. ; 
Iron, Nail Rod, $3 to 3.50 per picul; Hoop, $4.25 to 4.50; Bars, $2.75 
to 3.50; Pig, $1.80 to 1.50; Lead, $7 to 7.75. 

TiENTSIN.—At the date of the latest advices the market was quiet, but 
a fair business had been done at rates favourable to the native dealers. 

SHanouat—A large business had been done in Grey Shirtings at rates 
steadily favouring buyers. The full in value had been mainly caused by 
forced re-sales on the part of speculators, whilst first hand holders had 
only met the market to a limited extent. A decline of one mace per piece 
had to be noted on 8.4 Ibs. Cloth, the closing rates being Tls. 2.15 to 2.18 
per piece ; 7 Ibs. had not given way so much, and were quoted Tls. 1.95 
to 1.98 per piece. For heavy goods the demand was very slack. Stocks 
had again been increased by arrivals from England, but the re-exports 
were on a larger scale. T-Cloths: A decline in the value of these gools 
has also to be noted. Sales of common 6 Ibs. having been effected at as 
low as Tis. 1.30 per picce—while the very finest 2 Iba. were not 
quoted over Tis. 1.85 per piece. Supplies of all weights were heavy—and 
there was every appearance of these goods being “overdone” for the 
time at least. 8 Ibs. to 8.4 lbs. 36 in. were in very small inquiry at last 
prices. White Shirtings.—Rather more inquiry had existed, but it was 
very difficult to obtain higher rates, though these goods, as compared with 
8.4 lbs Grey Shirtings, were absurdly low: Sales of 64 reed were re- 
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ported at Tls. 2.25 per piece, and of 56 reed, at Tis. 1.92 to1.95. Drills, 
—English and Dutch Goods were 7 to 10 cents lower, and the last given 
quotations for American could not be repeated. Molders of the latter 
were very firm, while buyers seemed equally opposed to pay high prices. 
Jeans still in small supply, and asked for on the spot. Sheetings lower, 
and difficult to place. Fancy Goods.—Fair sales of Dyed Brocades and 
Chintzes had been effected, the prices paid being a shade lower than those 
current last mail. In Velveteens a fair business had been done at slightly 
higher rates. Velvets quiet. Woollens.—The demand for Black Camlets 
had not been quite so active, and assorted colours went off only in small 
quantities and at irregular prices. Long Ells, both scarlet and assorted, 
were lower in value, and sales not easy to effect. Figured Orleans had 
changed hands freely at in some instances a slight advance in price, but 
the bulk of the sales had been at low figures. The demand for 
Fancy Woollens had been of a retail description. Metals.—Nailrod 
Iron of suitable sizes had been sold in small lots. Lead: Sales had 
been made at Tis. 5.4.5 to 5.5.0, and there was a fair inquiry. The 
market for other kinds of Metals was dull. Coals—The only import- 
ant arrivals were from Australia. Prices were without material altera- 
tion, and. the market generally was quiet. The arrivals had been—from 
Australia, 5,361 tons; from Japan, 370 tons; from Formosa, 471 tons; 
in all, 6,202 tons, of which 1,319 tons were to order. The current quota- 
tions at the departure of the mail were as follows : —Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., 
per piece, Tis.

Grey Shirtings, 
8} Ibs. and 9 10-12 Ibs. were again lower, being quoted Tls, 2.2.4 to 2.2.9, 
and Tls. 2.2.0 to 3.0.0; 7 lbs. were in fair inquiry at previous rates, 
Tis. 2.0.0 to 2.0.3. Drills less in request, and rather lower in price. 
Woollens and Worsteds: Camlets continued in demand, but all other de- 
scriptions of these goods were neglected, and rates hud declined. Lead 
was in trifling request at about last mail’s quotations. 

Foocuow.—The following were the sales reported during the interval : 
T-Cloths, 7 Ibs., 1,200 pieces, at $2.55 to 2.65 per piece; Long Ells, 100 
pieces, at $10 per piece; Turkey Red Cloths, 250 pieces, at $3.20 per piece. 

Hona Kona.—The following is from Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s re- 
port:—Cotton Yarn: Nos. 88 to 42 are in limited supply, and firmly 
held, but lower numbers have farther declined, importers being willing 
sellers and readily meeting the market. The sales of Nos, 16 to 24 in- 
clude 105 bales Bombay kinds, and 133 bales Singapore. Piece Goods: 
No improvement in demand can be noted, bat we have no marked decline 
in prices to advise. Grey Shirtings have been quitted at a reduction of a 
few cents per piece, and there are still sellers at our quotations; though 
stocks ure light, further supplies are overdue, and may arrive at any 
moment. White Shirtings are unchanged. Best qualities of 6 Ib. 
T-Cloths have commanded better prices, being in very limited supply, and 
common 7 Ib. have also been taken at an advance, but sales of best have 
been made “to arrive” on former terms. Turkey Reds are very firmly 
held. 40-yard Drills are still enquired for, and one small parcel of Eng- 
lish has been sold at $5.50, but the sale could not be repeated. We quote 
an advance of fully 20 cents however. 30-yards are unchanged. 
Dutch are out of stock. Quotations for American cottons are still entirely 
nominal, no arrival having taken place. Woollens: There has been more 
nquiry for almost all descriptions, and a general improvement in values, 
which, however, is mere marked in Long Ells than in any other kinds. 
Spanish Stripes are firm, but the best qualities only attract any attention. 
Blankets are out of stock. Lastings are wanted, and best makes sell at 
an advance of 50 cents per piece, but others are moved with difficulty at 
last quotations. Crapes are in small supply, and about 50 cents dearer. 
Camlets are only sparingly taken, dealers generally carrying a fair amount 
of stock, and purchasing only for actual requirements. Metals: Prices 
for Nailrod Iron have been suddenly and materially advanced by the 
native holders of the fairly large quantities which have been quitted at 
moderate prices during the past few months. Soft Bar Iron is dearer. 
Hoop 10 cents lower, Wire declining. Steel weak. Common brands of 
Lead are selling at $6.50, at which figure L.B. can be had, in quantity, 
though commanding somewhat more in small parcels. V.B. is out of 
stock, and some 1,500 piculs have been sold, ‘‘to arrive,” at $8.20 to 8,25. 
Quicksilver has declined 50 conts per picul. Coal: Arrivals have been— 
1,149 tons English (690 tons to consumers) and 4,062 tons Australian. 
Sales have been—250 tons English (at auction), at $8.50; 664 tons 
Welsh, “to arrive,” at $11.25; a cargo of Sydney, deliverable in 
Yokohama, at $13; and 400 tons Sydney at $7.50. There is a 
better feeling in the market, and we slightly advance our quotations. 
The quotations at departure of mail were as follows :—Cotton Yarn, Nos.

YOROWAMA.—There is no new feature to note in this market, a fair 
business had been dons entirely for America, and settlements did not ex- 
ceed 2,200 piculs. Arrivals had cometo hand very freely, and stocks had 
thereby been increased; this, combined with « further fall in the value of 
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boos, tended to keep prices easier, without any actual change in quota- 
tions. Fine teas were scarce, and held firmly for prices, as quoted. The 
Grenadier had sailed for New York with 523,787 Ibs. ; the Queen of the 
Age and Havilah, for the same port, were to follow. The quotations were :— 
Common, $22 to 23 per picul; good common, $24 to 25; medium, $25 to 
26; good medium, $28 to 80; fine, $30 to 35 ; finest, $36 to 40; choice, 
nominal. : 

Swancnar.—Black: Our last report advised this market quiet and 
drooping. Later telegraphic news still further checked business, but on 
teamen accepting a slight decline, in many instances about half a tael, 
buying was resumed again, and over 8,000 chests had changed hands. 
Both the purchases of the fortnight and the stock on offer were of unde- 
sirable quality. Settlements for the fortnight, 8,101 chests; reshipments 
on owners’ account, 2,239 chests; stock, 82 chops, or 27,079 chests, 
Quotations (duty paid, exchange for credits, at 5s. 113d. per tael, and 
freights at £2. 10s. per ton): —Hohow, common, 11$d. to 1s.; Ooonam, 
common, ls. 03d. to 1s. Ofu.; Ningehow, common to fair, 1s, 1d. to 
1s. 2d.; Oopack, common, 1s. O3d. per Ib. Green: Arrivals had been 
heavy, and teamen, therefore, anxious sellers, but continued daily buying 
had prevented any material fall in prices. Moyune and Fychow kinds 
were one tael lower, though some of the late settlements hardly show 
this. Pingsuey kinds, on the other hand, were unchanged. Purchases 
were almost entirely for America, and consisted of 22,165 half-chests 
Moyune, at Ts. 37 to 45; 4,111 half-chests Fychow, at Tis. 284 to 88; 
2,593 half-chests Pingsuey, at Tls. 34, and 969 half-chests Shaoghai- 
packed, at ‘Ils, 28. Settlements for the fortnight, 25,697 half-chests; re- 
shipments on owners’ account, 4,143 half-chesta; stock, 128 chops, or 
84,110 half-chests. Quotations (exchange, &c., as above), for Fychow and 
Moyune teas, were as follows:—Gunpowder, 1s.

Hankow.—Basiness in Tea was reported as on the most limited scale, and 
shipments to this port on native account were rapidly falling off ; the season, 
in fact, was almost over, Settlements for the fortnight were only 492 
chests ; reshipments, 5,545 chests. Quotations were :—Oopacks, common, 
Tls, 13.6.0 to 14.7.5. Oonams, no settlements. Export of Tea from Ist 
January to 22nd October, 1868, 43,721,192 lbs.; from 1st January to 
22nd October, 1867, 33,150,279 lbs. Stock, 500 chests, 

Kiukiana.—Black Teas: Here also the business done had been very 
small, settlements for the fortnight being only 680 half-chests at about 
former rates. Arrivals were small, and most of them had been sent for- 
ward to Shanghai. Quotations were—Ningchows, Tls. 144 to 153; 
Hohows, no settlements, Export from 1st January to 23rd October, 1868, 
147,367 chests; from 1st January to 23rd October, 1867, 106,637 chests. 
Green Teas: Prices were reported rather easier, but little business had 
been transacted, as teamen preferred sending their produce to the Shanghai 
market to accepting a decline on the spot. Arrivals had continued on a 
fair scale, and for the season they were expected to be about the same as 
last year. Export from 1st January to 23rd October, 1868, 93,183 half- 
chests; from 1st January to 23rd October, 1867, 98,110 half-chests. 

Foocnow.—Messrs, Rusden, Phipps, and Co.'s Circular, dated Oct. 24, 
contains the following :—Congou: During the fortnight a steady business 
has been done at gradually stiffening rates, and the market closes firm at 
an advance of fully one tael. It is reported that old leaf is being kept back 
as usual for mixing with next new season’s Teas, but that the better leaf 
is being kept instead of the inferior, which fully accounts for the poorness 
of the present stock and late arrivals; Oolongs: The few parcels settled 
are at former rates. Settlements reported are: Exchange, 4s. 6}d; 
freight, £2 10s.; Congou, 11,576 chests 22,266 }-chests 4,170 boxes, at 
Tls, 6 to 24. Souchong: Common to fair, 634 4-chests, at Tls. 15 to 
20.3.; good, 204 boxes, at Tis. 28. Oolong: Inferior, 200 $-chests, at 
Tls. 17; fair to good, 1,577 4-chests 894 boxes, at Tis. 21 to 25. Scented : 
Dust, 454 4-chests, at Tls, 6; fair, 1,165 boxes, at Tis, 19 to 21. 

Amoy.—A few trifling settlements of Congous had been made at about 
former rates, but in Oolongs nothing had been done, beyond the settle- 
ment of about 500 boxes fine to finest, on terms reserved. The stock 
was about 92,000 half-chests, and though teamen were somewhat less 
firm their asking rates were still considerably above the views of buyers, 
who showed no anxiety to recommence operations. A continuance of this 
conservative policy would no doubt enable foreigners to purchase at their 
own figures ere long, as holders would soon be obliged to provide funds to 
meet their engagements. 

CantTon.—There had not been a single transaction in Teas, the advices 
from home markets reporting extremely heavy tosses on early shipments, 
putting a stop to purchases. Holders of Scented Orange Pekves were 
willing to make some concessions, but Capers were firmly held, and nomi- 
nal quotations for both were much above the figures at which sales have 
been made on the London market. 

SILK, 

YokouamaA.—The market had been well supplied, and with a fair pro- 
portion of good silk. Prices had been irregular, extra sorts had still com- 
manded extreme rates; but in current qualities some dealers finding 
demand less active had been disposed to make concessions of $10 to 40, 
while others again had held firmly to old prices. Settlements 1,200 bales, 
leaving a stock of 800 bales. Silkworms’ eggs: Bivoltini still arrived, 
also a few annuals; the former were pressed for sale at very low prices. 
Total settlements for season, including shipments from the other ports of 
Japan, were estimated at 1,800,000 cards. The quotations for Silk (ail 
charges paid to London at exchange 4s. 7d.) were as follows :—Mybash, 
extra, 383.

SHANGHAIL— Messrs. Ske ggs and Co.’s report, dated 27th Oct., contains 
the following :—The export of Chinas includes 67 bales by the Costa 
Rica, 338 bales by the Pakwan, and 73 bales by the Tamerlane; and the 
P. and O. steamer Sunda, from Yokohama to Suez, took 435 bales 
Japans. Notwithstanding the continued adverse nature of the home 


| news, buying has been pretty general, induced by a further drop in ex- 
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change, as also for remittances in the place of sterling bills. The settle- 
ments are about 2,000 bales, including 886 by the French steamer on the 
28rd inst., and prices close showing an advance ranging from Tis. 10 to 20 
on the various descriptions. Few chop Silks have been settled, but a 
small Jot of ‘'Dragons” have been taken at Tis. 570 and Tis. 550 
for No. 8’s and 3} respectively; “Blue Flags” at Tls. 450, ‘Qui- 
sute-fees ” Tis. 530, and Rect Peacocks at Tls. 485. Ordinary, good, and 
best No. 4’s have advanced Tis. 10 to 15, whilst common silks are 
almost too irregular to quote. No. 2 Fatmow Hainins are Tis. 10 higher, 
being held for Tls.490. Tie-kie and Chincum Taysaams opened at a slight 
advance, but as the market has been almost cleared of these descriptions 
the later purchases have been at prices Tls. 15 to 20 taels in excess of 
last mail’s. Kahings have followed in the same proportion, and Long 
Reels are fully 20 taels up, one good parcel having fetched as much as Tls. 
405, equal to 21s. 2d. per Ib., whilst the market is entirely bare of Skeins. 
Re-reeled Hainins and Tsatlees maintain their former position, and 
Throwns are rather dearer. The high prices do not bring Silk from the 
coantry, as might have been expected, and the fact that many of the 
dealers are buying on this market shows that we can hardly expect lower 
prices this year, besides which, it is confidently asserted by many, that the 
available crop will not exceed 47,000 or 48,000 bales. The export from 
Japan, as well as from here, is considerably in excess of last year’s at the 
same period, but advices affirm that the. crop is not better, and warn us 
againat forming erroneous deductions from the figures as they stand at 
present. The stock here is reduced to 2,000 to 2,500 bales,

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 
—-o— 

Tea.—The following is from the Produce Markets Review :—The arrivals 
have again been numerous, and although the uverage deliveries continue 
at the rate of some three cargoes per week, the stock of tea sensibly in- 
ereascs, and will continue to do so for at least another month, by which 
time it is probable that the import and delivery will be more nearly 
equalised than for some time past. The Jater arrivals from Fuochow only 
confirm the general badness cf the crop, and the constant accumulation of 
this class of Congou (much of it costing a high price) must be a source of 
the greatest anxiety to holders. The vexatious and unreasonable delay in 
obtaining delivery of newly arrived teas is now being felt in an intense 
degree. It is evident either that the resources of the Dock Com- 
pamies are wholly inadequate to deal with the large arrivals which 
regularly take place at this season, and which should be provided for as a 
matter of course, or that a great lack of skill or disposition to facilitate 
business exists on the part of the Duck Companies’ cfficers. At all the 
tea warehouses the greatest confusion exists, and the dealer has constantly 


to experience a delay of two or three wecks from the. date of purchase. 


Ddefore getting the delivery or the weight of a single package. Usually a 
delivery order has been obtainable in cases where a few packages were 
specially wanted, but the dock companies now appear incapable of afford- 
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ing even this slight accommodation, as applications for delivery orders 
appear to receive no attention whatever. The whole matter wants 
thorough investigation, bat so long as the (trade quietly submit to 
the losses which these delays occasion there does not appear to be 
the slightest chance of any improvement. A general impression exists, 
too, that brokers accept this state of things too muck as a matter of 
course, and make no special exertion to alter it; there can, however, be 
no doubt that if the dealer dealt directly with the merchant, an amount 
of pressure would soon be bronght to:bear on the Dock Companies which 
they could not resist. All that is wanted is that extra assistants should 
be engaged when wanted, and not that the ordinary staff should be ex- 
pected todo ten times the ordinary amount of work. A small sale of 
Indian Teas was held this week. As usual, the superior sorts were in de- 
mand at full prices, while common sorts again sold rather cheaper. 
There has been, and is likely to continue, an increased demand for 
Indian Teas. Sales of China Tea have been made by private 
contract to a fair extent, occasionally at slightly lower prices, and 
until the turn of the year a good deal of irregularity in value will 


-exist. Green Teas and Scented Capers and Pekoes are unchanged in 


value. The market for common Congou is flat at the prices we last 


quoted. Broken Leaf is in better supply, and slightly cheaper. A telegram 
‘from Hong Kong, dated 17th November, gives the exports of Tea from 
‘China and Japan up to that time as 118,500,000 Ibs.; this is an increase 
‘of 31,000,000 lbs. on the exports to about the same date last year, which 
‘amounted to 87,500,000 lbs., against 84,500,000 lbs. in 1866. 

SILK. 


The market continues without animation, and quotations remain nomi- 
nally the same as when we last reported. Italian Silk has experienced 


‘rather a sharp decline from the high range prices it had attained, and will 


yet become more muderate before it comes into currentidemand. Manufac- 
turers seem to be of opinion that should peace in Europe be undisturbed 
we shall have fair trade after the turn of the year. So few transactions 
of any note have taken place during the last fertnight that there is little 
to mention particularly. A parcel of Cantons has been placed at 193. Gl, 
and some 4} Tsatlees at 23s. Rereeled Silks are rather more pressed for 
sale, owing to the large quantity ncw here, which is increased, too, by 
every mail. 

The Salut Public of Lyons gives the following report on the state of the 
silk trade there :— 

Prices for good qualities are well maintained, and buyers have been dis- 
appointed when they expected to supply their deficiencies at reduced rates. 
In manufactures the sale is dull. Hopes were entertained of a rise in 
prices, to compensate for the increased cost of the raw material and of 
hand labour. This latter statement may appear curious when trade is 
slack, but it applies to country workmen for ordinary goods, An exce-s of 
prudence is to be noticed in the purchasers at first hand, who constantly 
hope that their stocks will Jast until a fall takes place. ‘This expectation 
induces them to put off every kind of purchase. Speculators, in a 
word, are unwilling to run any hazard. The manufacturers, on the 
other hand, will not lower their prices, and thus no transactions are 
carried out. We have the Customs’ receipts for the first ten months of 
the year. The export of plain woven silks amounted to 280,855,120 f., 
against 259,803,810f. for the corresponding period of 1867, showing an 
augmentation of 21,051,280f. The importation of the same class of 
goods is 12,567,750 f., the share of which falling to England is 3,025,95f. 
We have already remarked that this introduction, which has almost 
doubled in two years, deserves the attention of the millowners; but it 
gives rise to no anxiety, and the fact is very strange to see some persons 
cherish the idea of a protective duty on silk goods, when these 
exhibit an export of two hundred and eighty millions in ten 
months, A trade which has created for itsclf this sovereign place 
in foreign markets would seem strong enough to protect itself at home. 
The quantity of flowered goods sent out is still null, or, at least, insigniti- 
cant. Tho light silks maintain their position. The riband trade of St. 
Etienne shows returns identical with those of last year. The import of 
raw and floss silk has attained an unprecedented figure—321 millions, 
against 273 in 1867, and 253 in 1866. The export in these same goods is 
also in a considerable increase—115 millions to 96. These facts prove the 
augmentation of the transit in France. Some idea of this progress may bo 
formed ty comparing the amounts for 1868 and 1861, the latter only 
reaching 33 millions. The sales by auction will still further aid the deve- 
lopment of this traffic,

THE MAIL SERVICES FOR THE COMING YEAR. 


Tue two companies on whom we depend for communica- 
tion with the Far East, by the “ Overland” route, have 
issued their programmes for the ensuing year. That of the 
P. and O. Company may be described as being simply a con- 
tinuation of last year’s time table, the inward and outward 
mails being each twenty-six in number, leaving London 
every alternate Friday, and arriving every alternate Monday, 
the first departure for 1869 being on New Year’s-day. For 
convenience of reference we reproduce at foot an abstract of 
the card issued by the company, showing these arrangements 
in detail, from which it will be seen that there will be three 
departures in July and December, and three arrivals in 
May and November. At last the Messageries Imperiales 
time-table is, to some extent, assimilated to that of the Eng- 
lish company, and we are able to announce on reliable 
authority that after the present month the French mails will 
be despatched from Marseilles every fourth Saturday, the first 
departure under the new arrangement being fixed for the 
23rd of January. Thus, until arrangements for a fort- 
nightly service have been perfected, there will be thirteen 
instead of twelve French mails annually, and at least six 
days will always intervene between the departure of the Eng- 
lish and French packets. Sunday would doubtless have been 
a still more convenient day, as the despatch from London 
would then have been brought into exact accord with the 
other service. We learn from the agents here that corre- 
sponding alterations will be made in the branch lines to 
Calcutta, Shanghai, and Japan ; but instead of the existing 
service between Shanghai and Yokohama, which has always 
worked badly, and proved a fruitful source of delay in the 
despatch of the homeward steamers from Hong Kong, a 
direct service will be established between the latter port and 
Yokohama, thus rendering the Shanghai line independent, 
and affording much more rapid communication with Japan. 
A similar arrangement to this would be a great improve- 
ment if introduced into the P. and O, Company’s service 
also, as we doubt not it will be at an early date, for the 
growing importance of the Japan trade, and the energetic 
competition of the Pacific Mail Company will render an inde- 
pendent P. and O. service to Yokohama almost a necessity, 
The first departure by the Messageries’ vessels from Hong 
Kong for that port will be on the 8th of March, in connection 
with the mail leaving London on the 21st of January. 

The outward P. and O. mails will be made up in London 
on tho evenings of the following Fridays :—

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THE publication of a telegram, stating that the French 
war vessel Levrette has passed through the Suez Canal from 
the Mediterranean to the Red Sea, has attracted renewed 
attention to the progress made with that gigantic work, 
which, the projectors now assert, will be open throughout its 
entire length by next year. Less partial observers extend 
the time to two or three years ; but on all hands it is acoepted 
as a moral certainty that by 1872 we shall see the waters of 
the two seas mingling through M. de Lesszpr’s big ditch. 
Even then, however, it will be only excavated in some por- 
tions to the full depth of twenty-six feet. But even five or 
six feet of water will be sufficient to carry small craft, and to 
bear the dredging machines by which the bulk of the exca- 
vation is to be done; and then it will become a matter of 
easy and certain calculation when the portions of the bed 
composed of sand or clay can be further removed to the full 
depth intended. The Times last week published a most in- 
teresting letter written by the owner—who is also in himself 
the captain and crew—of the famous Rob Roy cance, who 
has thoroughly explored the canal in that tiny craft, and 
communicates his impressions with great force and clearness 





THE news from Japan is as confused and contradictory as 
usual, but there is one item that is more reassuring than any 
we have received for a long time ; we allude to the statement 
that the Japanese Government has borrowed from an English 
bank a sum of half a million of dollars, or more, on the 
security of the Customs’ revenue. This is tangible evidence 
that they begin to perceive the real value of their foreign 
commerce, and we may take it for granted that the party 
now in power will, if it maintains its position, protect and 
foster the trade that supports an institution capable of afford- 
ing them such substantial aid in a pecuniary emergency. 





TuE Japanese Government will probably not be long be- 
hind that of China in establishing duly recognised missions 
in Europe and America. We hear that already a beginning 
has been made by the appointment of a Japanese Consul (a 
native) at Hawaii, to watch over the interests of the now 
numerous body of Japanese subjects in that kingdom. 





DIRECT TRADE WITH THE WEST OF CHINA 
FROM RANGOON, 

The various Chambers of Commerce and the press of the 
manufacturing districts continue their exertions to keep this 
matter before the public, and we learn that further memorials 
from influential quarters will be forwarded to the new Go- 
vernment, The efforts of individuals in such uphill work as 
this are necessarily feeble, however persistent and well- 
directed ; it is to the organised bodies that represent the 
commercial interests of the country—to the Chambers of 
Commerce, in fact—that we must look for that pressure that 
alone can succeed in carrying conviction to the minds of 
officials as to the merits of a project against which they are 
prejudiced by the misrepresentations of interested persons. 
We are glad to see that our recent observations on the evil 
result of the exclusive composition of the Indian Council, 
and the urgent necessity of some reform therein, have been 
quoted, with comments of approval, by several of the leading 
journals in the North, and one contemporary, the Leeds Mer- 
cury, prefaces its reprint of our article with the following 
very just remarks :— 


Those of our readers who take interest in the peaceful extension of 
the nation’s foreign trade, and who have noticed the protracted struggle 
our Chambers of Commerce have had with the Government of India 
on the question of opening a commercial way to the Shan States and 
West of China, will read with satisfaction the article appended from 
the London and China Telegraph of Monday last. We cordially agree 
with our contemporary’s observations on the present too exclusive 
formation of the India-office Council, and on ‘the necessity of Parlia- 
ment providing, and promptly too, after meeting, for a due introduc- 
tion of English mind and information into that Council, by enacti 
that a fair proportion of it shall consist of men who have not pi 
their lives in India, and exclusively in its military, civil, or judicial 
services. Even for the good government of India, the Council 
requires, not merely to be so reformed in its constitution, but to be 
divested of its controlling power over Her Majesty's Secretary of State 
for India; so that this Minister of the Crown may himeelf be, and 
may be held by the public to be, responsible, as are the other Ministers, 
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for the right condact of his department. His Council should be limited 
to advising only, his power of action being left supreme in questions 
involving expenditure as in others, he being individually responsible 
to Parliament. 

Notwithstanding Sir Stafford Northcote’s high eulogy of his Council 
towards the close of the late Parliament, and his statement that each 
of the fifteen worked more closely than did any of the clerks under 
them, the results of their labour show that the Council is far more 
numerous than good working can require. The number well admitaof 
being reduced from fifteen to ten, and of this number at least four should 
be men who have not acquired by long residence and departmental 
service in India the mere Anglo-Indian mind and views for the rale 
of that portion of our Empire; but men who have grown up in the 
more free governing atmosphere of England, and whose minds have 
been formed in her more general and larger society and greater material 
progress. Such men, having the full knowledge of the true interests 
of the United Kingdom in the East, would cause those interests to be 
fairly considered and properly protected by the Indian Government ; 
and at the same time promote a more equitable government of Her 
Majesty's Indian subjects, with a less arrogant and offensive treatment 
of the few independent Native powers still existing in and around 
British India. 

Seeing how extensive and generally able all the separate subordinate 
departments of the India-office are, and how extensive must be their 
acquired knowledge of our Indian rule in all its branches, we cannot 
but believe that six members of the Indian services, if rightly selected, 
would be found ample to sit at that Council—say, two military, two 
civilian, one legal, and one medical—with their tenure of office limited 
to five years. This isfamply long if their service in India has been of 
sofficient length to give them a general knowledge justifying their no- 
mination to the Council. The number of the body being then reduced 
to,ten, the four other seats should have men appointed to them who have 
not acquired, by residence aud service in India, the narrow Anglo- 
Indian mind and views of ruling ; men imbued with right English ideas 
of governing, possessing a general knowledge of the industries and 
commerce of the home country, and who, in watching over their in- 
terests in India, will at the same time promote the beat interests and 
the progressive improvement of the people of India; by impressing 
on the Indian Government the advantages of a policy of peace, im- 
provement of the intercommunications of the country, extension at 
all points of profitable cultivation of every kind, and a resulting in- 
crease of internal and external trade. 

But whether the new Parliament may see fit thus to ,improve the 
home branch of our Indian rule, and to make the India-office, like all 
the other departments of State, a part of the Imperial Government and 
subject to its control, we would recommend the Chambers of Commerce 
to take the subject into their now early consideration, and to organise 
themselves for effective action in the matter by preparing petitions ex- 
preasive of their views for presentation to the House of Commons im- 
mediately on its meeting. The subject is undeniably an appropriate 
one for the Commercial Associations of the kingdom now to take 
earnest and active action in. 




















MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 


The following additional correspondence has appeared in re- 
ference to the conduct and position of English missionaries in the 
interior of China :— 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ DAILY NEWS.” 

S1z,—May I, as one acquainted both with the mode of working in 
the China Inland Mission, and the personal character of its members, 
be allowed to correct a misapprehension which appears to have obtained 
currency as to the original cause of the outrage on the Rey. J. Hud- 
gon Taylor, M.R.C.S. and F.@.S.? Neither he nor any of -hia party 
had promulgated Christian doctrine in the City of Yarich, where they 
had only just arrived, where, if any report had preceded them, it 
should have been favourable, he having for many months in Hang- 
chow opened a gratuitous dispensary, which had proved so great a 
benefit to the inhabitants that they have at all times welcomed Mr. 
Taylor or any of his coadjutors—at first from gratitude, afterwards 
from a desire to know what motive could induce “ foreigners,” gene- 
rally regarded as hostile, to settle among them for such a purpose. As 
to coercive measures for abolishing local customs, Mr. Taylor is the 
last man to attempt such a measure, unless a Chinese man or woman 
should voluntarily relinquish them on conviction of their futility. One 
of these missionaries writes :—‘‘ With the Chinese there is no such 
thing as progress. To them all that is good lies behind. The most 
genuine part of their religion is the worship of their ancestora, and 
this continual looking back has turned their manhood into a pillar of 
salt. They read ‘ Excelsior’ backwards. Where are the men able and 
willing to come and spell it rightly to them?” It appears to me only 
justice that men and women who have left every attraction in Eng- 
land to accomplish this, and who are consequently unable to defend 
themselves in this difficult question, agitated by no fault of theirs, 
should be vindicated by those who remain here. Trusting the wide 
circulation of your paper among those whose interest in missions might 
be lessened by a wrong impression may be eufficient apology for my 
intrusion on your time,—I am, &c, KE. Henitace.

TO THE EDITOR OF “THE TIMES.” 
S1r,—As the article on the ‘‘ Chinese Inland Mission,” which ap- 


peared in The Times of yesterday, is based on a misapprehension of 


the facta, I re, beg space for a few words of correction. 
The Rev. J. H. Taylor, M.R.C.S., who is at the head of that mission, 


is well known to all who take an intcrest in the evangelisation of 


China. After labouring in China with great success during cight years, 


he returned to this country about eight years ago, where he occupied 
is time in studying medicine and reviging the previous translation in 
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the Ningpo dialect of the presier part of the New Testament, and in 
delivering addresses on the claims of China in many towns of the 
United Kingdom. About two-and-a-half years ago he returned to 
China, accompanied by sixteen helpers ; since then others have joined 
him, making the present staff of missionaries twenty-nine in all. 
These devoted labourers have no guaranteed salary from any source. 
They have no committee at home to plead their cause with the British 

ublic. A Christian gentleman receives what is sent to him on their 

hslf, and transmits it to them. 


So far from ‘‘ finding the people as well as the authorities dead 
against them,” ‘‘first in one city, then in another,” in which they 
have tried to ‘‘ force their way,” they have succeeded in opening mis- 
sion stations in various cities of the interior, such as Hang-chow, Siao- 


shan, Tai-tchou, Wun-chau, Su-chew, and Ning-hia, where they are 


labouring amid difficulties, no doubt, but also amid very much which 
ig filted to encourage. Hang-chow has been the head-quarters of the 


mission until Mr. Taylor's removal to the scene of the late outrage. A 


young lady who went out from my church is now in that city. Ac- 
cording to a letter of hers, recently received, she is known in every 
part of the city, and has never had a rode word addressed to her. The 
people invite her to their houses, and preas their hospitality on her to 


an extent which proves often embarrassing, although very gratifying 


ag an expression of their affection and gratitude. At Yang-tchou, the 


scene of the outrage, they have not had time by their teaching to pro- 


duce any impression on the people, whether good or bad. They were 
but settling in their newly-obtained residence when the attack on it 
was made, so that that in no way indicates the feelings of the people in 
reference to what the missionaries teach; nor is there any reason for 


supposing that, were the preliminary difficulties connected with open- 


ing new ground in China once overcome, the impression produced 
there would be less favourable than in other cities where Mr. Taylor 


and his devoted band have been able to make a fair trial. 


Mr. Taylor is the last man to seek to involve his country in hostili- 
ties with the Chinese on any ground whatsoever. It was not his wish 
that a ‘gunboat should appear on the scene.” 


As to the “ worship of ancestors,” I fear Scripture teaching cannot 
be made to appear otherwise than hostile to that; but to object to 
missions on that ground is to object to missions in toto. Trusting to

LEGAL. 
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EQUITY COURTS. —Dec. 8. 
(Before Vice-Chancellor Sir Joun Sruazr.) 


IN RE THB ASIATIO BANKING CORPORATION (LIMITED) —EX PARTE THE 
BOYAL BANK OF INDIA. 


This was an application on behalf of the manager of the Royal Bank 
of India to have that company taken off the list of contributories to the 
Asiatic Banking Corporation, which was being wound up by the court. 
In 1865 the Royal Bank of [ndia became transferers from the Financial 
Association of India and China and others, who were customers of the 
bank, of 605 shares in the Asiatic Banking Corporation. The shares 
were transferred as security for money advanced on loan by the Royal 
Bank to its customers. The deeds of transfer were expressed to be 
made to the “ Royal Bank of India, its executors, administrators, and 
assigns,” subject to the charter and deed of settlement of the Asiatic 
Corporation. All such transfers ought to have been made by hand, 
duly stamped, and sealed. But it appeared that that had not in these 
instances been done. The Royal Bank of India, notwithstanding, took 
their transfers, which had been duly executed by the attornies of the 
transferers, to the Asiatic Company. That company then registered 
them ; and it having been subsequently found that the transferees had 
received some dividends on some of the shares, and had sold others of 
them, the official liquidator of the Asiatic Company placed the Royal 
Bank of India on the list of contributories to that bank. From that 
the Royal Bank of India now applied to the court by way of appeal. 
The grounds on which the appeal was rested were these :—That, as a 
general rule, no one banking corporation could be a shareholder in 
another, and in particular, the articles of association and deeds of 
settlement of these companies did not sanction the transaction in 
question. It was also contended that from the form of the transfers it 
was never intended that the transferred shares should be transferable 
to any body corporate ; and that the transfers, even if so far valid, were 
inoperative, as not having been duly sealed. 


Mr. E. K. Karslake, Q.C., and Mr. Fry appeared for the Royal Bank 
of India; Mr. Dickenson, Q.C., and Mr. Kekewich, for the Asiatic 
Banking Corporation, were not called upon. 

The Vice-Chancellor said the motion must be refused with costs. 
The shares in question were transferred to the Royal Bank of India as 
a security for debts due to them from the original holders of the shares. 
It was said that the articles of association of thes: companies did not 
allow of the transaction. But what was done was this: The Bank of 
India firat got the shares transferred to themeelves; they then procured 
themselves to be registered by the Asiatic Banking Corporation as 
shareholders in that company. It was also said that because the 
transfers of the sbares had not been duly sealed the registration was 
invalid. But, whatever might be the effect of that infirmity in the 
title—though it did not amount to a defect of title—the Royal 
Bank of India had not only allowed themselves to be registered as 
shareholders in the Asiatic Corporation, but they had received divi- 
dends on, and had, indeed, subsequently sold some of the shares ; 
had, in, faci, dealt with them as if they were complete owners of 
them. ‘hey now sought by a technical objection to get rid of their 
liability. That could not be allowed ; and, upon the whole of the case, 
the Royal Bank of India was properly p on the list of contribu- 
tories to the Asiatic Banking Eorporation, and muat be retained on it 
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(Before Vice-Chancellor Sir @. M. Grrragp.) 
IN RE AGRA AND MASTERMAN’S BANK.—IN RE SHIPMAN. 

This was a summons adjourned from Chambers, the object being to 
determine the amount of remuneration to which Mr. Shipman was en- 
titled as creditors’ representative in the matter of the winding up of 
the Agra and Masterman’s Bank. Mr. Shipman was formerly manager 
of the bank at a salary of £1,5U0 a-year. He had received £750 by 
way of ealary for six months after the winding up. On the 23rd of 
June ho was appointed creditors’ representative, which office he had 
continued to hold to the end of January, 1867. For this he claimed 
to be paid £2,500. Siuce the winding up he had become a billbroker. 
His dutics as creditors’ representative had not required the services of 
more than one clerk, and he had been put to no outlay beyond a small 
sum of £23 or thereabouty. F 

Mr. Druce, Q.C., aud Mr. A. G. Marten appeared in support of the 
application. 

Mr. Kay, Q.C., and Mr. Westlake, for the committee of shareholderr, 
objected to the claim as being exorbitant and unreasonable. They 
also appeared in support of a crosa-summons charging Mr. Shipman, 
whilst manager. with having made advances on a loan account to a 
Mr. Robert M'Kim, with which sums Mr. M‘Kim, who was a broker, 
speculated ; there being an arrangement between the two that Shipman 
should take a share in the profits, if any, but should not participate 
in the loases. The advances were to the extent of £93,000, of which 
only about £21,000 was now covered by the present depreciated value 
of the securitics. Mr. M*Kim was insolvent. 

Mr. Druce and Mr. Marten, for Shipman, on the cross-summons, 
said that Shipman’s advances were all in conformity with the regular 
practice of the bank, and denied the jurisdiction of the court to try the 
question. 

The Vice-Chancellor, without hearing a reply on the cross-summons, 
said that upon the facts as had been stated by Mr. Shipman his claim 
was clearly an extravagant one. His Honour should allow him £100 a 
month for the period during which he had acted a creditors’ repre- 
sentative, and he was of course entitled to his outlay and to costs, in 
respect of which he might be allowed £100. As regards the second 
summons, it was equally plain that the arrangement whereby Mr. Ship- 
man, being a confidential manager of the bank, was to receive part of 
the profits of a speculation in the advances made to M‘Kim, was a 
qm misfeazance and a gross dereliction of duty. There could be no 

oubt as to the jurisdiction of the court; and as it appeared that of 
the sums advanced, £32,822 were placed to the joint account of himself 
and M‘Kim, Mr. Shipman must be ordered to pay £32,822 within a 
month from the service of the order, less the sum due to him for his 
remuneration, and costs. . 


BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE WILLIAM ANDERSON. 

The bankrupt was a merchant, formerly carrying on business at 
Calcutta, in partnership with D. C. Gordon and A. Stuart, under the 
style of Gordon, Stuart and Co. He has been before the Court since 
August, 1867, various adjournments having taken place with a view 
to an arrangement of the bankrupt’s affairs, and in order that informa- 
tion might be received from India respecting the position of the firm 
of Gordon, Stuart and Co. It was now stated that the necessary in- 
formation bad not yet been received, and the accountants (Messrs. 
Johnstone) had consequently been unable to file the bankrupt’s accounts, 

A farther adjournment for two months of the sitting for examination 
and discharge was accordingtiy ordered. 


The Zlk and Hornet, new twin-screw composite built gun-vessels 
each of two guns, 464 tons, and 120-horse ‘power, have been commis- 
sioned at Portsmouth for China, the former by Commander Algernon 
G. Wootton, and the latter by Commander Duncan G. Davidson. The 
latter officer, like Captain Brooker, has made for himself by his past 
services a reputation in China. He was attached to the Naval Brigade 
at the storming of Canton in December, 1857, at which affair he 
assisted Captain Sherard Osborn in burning the houses in the vicinity 
of the North Gate, aservice of considerable difficulty, and executed un_ 
dera sharp ‘ire from theenemy. He also assisted at the destruction of 
the Pehio forts. Commander Wootton has also served in China and 
Japan as firat lieutenant of the Leopard, then commanded by Captain 
Leckie. 

Emquetre IN THE Frencn Navy.—Among the civilian passengers 
by the French Government vessel the Var, which left Toulon recently 
for Cochin China, was M. Dupré, a trader of Paris. When off Messina 
he demanded permission of the officer on duty to have a certain trunk 
delivered to him that he might get a change of linen ; but having kept 
his hat on when speaking, he received from the other a tap on the side 
of the head which knocked off that covering, and to which he replied 
by a slap in the face. He was at once put in a boat and put on shore, 
whence the French Coneul at Messina sent him back to Marseilles to 
be placed at the disposal of the maritime authorities. These in turn 
gave him up to the Prefect of Toulon, who placed him in detention at 
the hospital while waiting for instructions from Paris. At last M. Dupré 
was liberated and returned to Paris. His release, the order for which 
came by telegraph, was due to the interference of a young advocate 
who has gained considerable celebrity in the recent press trials. 
Directions were given to reimburse the passage money, but M. Dupré 
is not satisfied with that course, and proposes to bring an action for 
damages against the Administration of the Marine. 
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The committee of the creditors of the Commercial Bank Corpo- 
ration of India and the East have issued a circular stating that 
after much troublesome negotiation the heads of an agreement as 
between the liquidator of the corporation, the liquidator of the old 
bank, and themselves have been arranged, which must be submitted 
to formal meetings of shareholders here and abroad, to be called 
under the direction of the Court of Chancery. If adopted by such 
meetings, the Court will then be asked to direct the liquidator 
to carry such agreement into effect, its substance being to stop all 
litigation and to pay the creditors 17s. 6d.in the pound. The 
committce add that the litigating contributories are resisting the 
calling of the proposed meetings, and also a £6 call now applied 
for by the official liquidator for the purpose of enabling him to 
make his arrangements for obtaining the funds necessary for the 
payment of the proposed compromise, if finally agreed to, and that 
both matters will be argued in Court shortly. The committee are 
advised that the meetings will, in all probability, be directed to be 
held by the Master of the Rolls, and that the £5 call will also be 
ordered. If the mectings do not adopt the agreement for compro- 
mise, the committee will then take the necessary steps to urge on 
the Court the necessity for calling up the remaining capital, and 
dividing the asscts as quickly as possible among the creditors. 
They trust, however, to be able to report hy the end of January 
that the compromise arrangements are perfected, and that a divi- 
dend of at least 4s. in the pound will be then shortly paid to the 
creditors on account, and the dates named when the remaining 
3s. 6d. may be expected. 

At the annual meeting of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam 
Navigation Company, Mr. P. D. Hadow in the chair, the report, a 
summary of which we have already given, was adopted, and a 
dividend declared of 3 per cent., free of income-tax, for the six 
months ending 30th September last, making, with the distribution 
in June, 6 per cent. per annum. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and 0. Company’s steamer 
Ripon, from Southampton on the 12th inst., was in gold to 
Bombay, £45,514; to Galle, £6,557; to Madras, £1,007; to 
Calcutta, £3,000; ‘in silver to Bombay, £33,000; to Calcutta, 
£24,800 ; to Singapore, £19,500 ; to Hong Kong, £25,755 ; to 
Shanghai, £2,000 ; total in gold, £65,141 ; in silver, £105,055. 


PENINSULAR AND ORIENTAL STEAM COMPANY.. 
The twenty-eighth annual meeting was held on the 8th instant, at 


the offices of the company in Leadenhall-street ; Mr. P. D. Hadow in 
the chair. 


The report of the directors (which hag been published)'was taken 
as read. 

The Chairman, in moving its adoption, observed that it was of more 
than ordinary interest, it being the first report presented since the 
commencement of the extended contract. They must not, however, 
take it as any criterion of what would be the future results, see- 
ing that the accounts, which were made up to the 30th September, 
embraced only eight months out of the portion of the financial yea™ 
as regarded the Government contract. Although the report might no® 
be so encouraging as they could wish, they must bear in mind that 
they had been passing through a period of unexampled depression, as 
great almost, in fact, as during the previous year. As they knew, 
trade had been very weak, almost stagnant, during the present year, 
particularly in regard to the East and China, and so great had been 
the falling off that even the outward freights had in the latter portion 
of the financial year almost ceased. They had consequently had no- 
thing like the usual traffic; but despite this, and in the absence of 
specic freights, they were enabled to show an increase upon the freight 
account. He mentioned this as proving that there had been no want 
of vigilance on the part of the management in their endeavours to get 
all they could. (Hear, hear.) They had been unfortunate in the 
failure of specie freights, and he was sorry to say that he saw but very 
little signs of their return, They had becn also unfortunate in the 
loss of two fine ships. Both of these vessels were under the command 
of experienced and talented commanders, who had spent the greater 
part of their lives in the service of the company, and whom a naval 
court of inquiry, specially appointed to investigate the matter, had 
acquitted from all blame. (Hear, hear.) But although on the 
one side there was something to depress, there was on the 
other something to encourage hope. In the first place, there was 
the Abyssinian expedition, which had been very glorious to the nation, 
and in the advantages of which they had participated ina portion of 
the receipts which were now to be divided. The freights of late, too, 
had been improving, although the receipts did not come into the half- 
year’sreport. Since the 30th of September there had been a manifest 
improvement in the homeward freights, especially of silk. There was 
also an accession of revenue from a new species of freight, viz., silk- 
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worms’ eggs, which had recently been largely imported into Italy and | 
rance from China and Japan. ;That trade, however, was yet in its in- 
fancy, but the results were already important and satisfactory. Within 
the last ten days they had delivered at Genoa 2,500 cases of silk worms’ 
eggs, for distribution in Italy, and the consignees had thanked the 
company for the careful manner in which they had been conveyed. 
(Hear, hear.) It was somewhat curious that in the fifth century the 
first import of silkworms’ eggs took place into Europe, to Constanti- 
‘ nople, through two Persian missionaries, and from Constantsone they 
spread through Italy and France ; and it was strange to find that now 
in the nineteenth century they should he largely imported into France 
and Italy from China and Japan. The traffic was one calculated to in- 
crease, and he hoped that next year a valuable revenue would arisc 
from this branch of traffic. Another satisfactory point was the satis- 
factory condition of the fleet. The management was bestowing upon 
their fleet every pains and attention to make it efficient, and to maintain 
and adapt the ships to the ever-changing traffic that waa now arising. 
Leng ago ships of from 400 to 500 tons for cargo were sufficient for all 
purposes. Now they required ships of 1,500 tons cargo to make them 
pay. This, of course, added to the expenditure. The increased annual 
subsidy had also tended to swell their receipts. They had not, as he 
had said, gone through the whole of the financial year, and they had 
therefore to deal with £66,000 odd as the proportionate part, for the 
eight months, of the £100,000 of the increased amount above the 
£400,000. They assumed that as an asset, for the Post-office said that 
the period had not arrived for the examination of the accounts; but 
the Post-office had undertaken in futare to arrange the period of the 
examination so as to coincide with that of making up the company’s 
accounts. In order to show how satisfactorily the arrangemen‘s with 
the Post-office had been carried out, he referred to a return of the 
arrival of the several steamers at the connecting points of postal com- 
munication, as compared with the time tables, the result being,—ship 
Cadiz, from Yokohama to Shanghai, 26h. 55m. before time; Norna, 
Shanghai to Hong Kong, 22h. 35m. before time; Malacca, Hong 
Kong to Ceylon, 1h. 30m. behind time; Avoca, Sydney to Ceylon, 
27h. 2m. before time; Candia, Calcutta to Suez, 11h. 12m. before 
time ; Bengal, Bombay to Suez, 15h. 23m. before time; Poonah, 
Alexandria to Marseilles, 1h. behind time. This return was dated 
30th November, 1868. They had every reason to be satisfied with 
their officers and agents, and especially with the skill of those com- 
manders whose valuable scientific aid in connexion with the recent 
solar eclipse had been warmly acknowledged by the Royal Society. 
Before sitting down he might be allowed to observe that dividends in 
this company could not be earned as they used to be. The silver age 
had passed, and they had now come to the age of iron, and it required 
the utmost energy and prudence to keep up their dividends, consider- 
ing the competition to which they were subjected. They had every 
reason to hope that things having come to the worst would grow better, 
and they might depend that the best energies of the board would be 
devoted to the application of such improvements to the benefit of the 
shareholders. : 
Mr. Weguelin seconded the motion. 


Mr. Gliddon gave credit to the board for doing all in their power to 
make the compoy prosperous, and believed the proprietors were well 
content to leave the management of their affairs in their hands. But 
he thought it desirable that they should be informed when the system 
of increasing capital in an inveree ratio to the profits would cease. In 
1858 the capital was £2,300,000, since when it had gone on increasing 
by £200,000 a year, and now stood at £4,100,000. The Governmen’, 
guarantee of 6 per cent. was only upon £2,700,000, the difference 
being entirely at their own risk. Again, while the capital had in- 
creased to almost double, the stock of ships had increased only one- 
third, and the tonnage but 20 per cent. They were not likely ever to 
carry the same amount of specie they formerly did, it having gone 
another way. They were told that the number of passengers was never 
larger, but the returns did not show it, nor the amount paid for pro- 
visions. There had been an increase of returns arising from the Abys- 
sinian expedition, but apart from that extraordinary receipt they had 
not earned 8 per cent. The receipts from that source and the Govern- 
ment subsidy in excess of the contract amounted to 34 per cent., 80 
that the ordinary receipts were equal only to 24 per cent. The Govern- 
ment subsidy was insufficient, being only at the rate of 68. 1d. a mile, 

18s. 6d. which the French Government allowed. He contended 
t it was unworthy of a nation like ours to repay such valuable 
services as were rendered by the company with dishonest parsimony. 


A shareholder asked if the directors were still receiving the large 
remuneration paid to them when the company paid high dividends? 


Mr. Godfrey remarked that in bad times, when dividends were low, 
the responsibility and labour of the directors were highly increased. 

Mr. Jones referred to the large portion of the postal trade of the 
country which passed the Peninsular and Oriental Company, contend- 
ing that in return for such valuable services they had an equitable 
claim to 5 per cent. at least on the whole of their capital, and not only 
France by the Messageries Imperiales, but Italy was also competing 
with us for the Eastern trade, and the question really was not as be- 
tween this company and the Messageries, but between this country 
and the Continent, who should have the whole of the trade between 
Europe and India and: China. He held that the per centage set aside 
for insurance was insufficient, the difference being appropriated to the 
dividend ; the depreciation fund was also inadequately provided for 
out of the profits of the half-year, consequently the dividend could 
hardly be regarded as a fairly earned one. The only chance of im- 
provement that he saw was in economy of management. They spent 
£800,000 a year in repairs, and £600,000 in coals. Now, he thought 
it might be advantageous if they had the practical knowledge of a 
stoker at the board. (A laugh.) Such a man would be able to state 
what the proper amount of fuel was for ships of different tonnage. In 
this item of repairs and coals there was ample room for economy. He 
asked wether gny recent negotiationsthad taken place with the Govern- 
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ment touching the conveyance of Government troops by ''+ company 
exclusively, the improvement of the port of Galle, and whether any 
public recognition had been taken of the company's services in con- 
nection with the Abyssinian expedition. 

Mr. F. E. Murray suggested that a saving might be effected by using 
Indian instead of Britieh coal for the service in the Eistern seas. In- 
dian coal of good quality might be had at Calcutta for £1 per ton, 
while the price of British coal there was, he understood, 553. per ton. 
The experience of the Indian railways proved the economy arising from 
using Indian coals. He condemned the practice of supplying passen- 
gers with wines and spirits ad lid. on board ships as likely to encourage 
waste. 

Mr. Wray asked for some explanation as to the provident good-ser- 
vice fund, which he urged should be invested separately in trustees, 
instead of appearing as a general credit in the assets. He recommended 
that the debentures should be converted into a debenture stock, which 
might be issued at 4 per cent., and, as the amount was £800,000, the 
difference of interest would be about £4,000, a sum equal to the direc- 
tors’ remuneration. 

The Chairman could not undertake to go into the capital, which 
had been increased by the operations of the company having extended ; 
and as to when the capital would come to a atate of rest must depend 
on whether their operations remained as they were. On the main lines 
the passengers were as numerous as formerly, but the reason that the 
receipts were not greater was, that since the weekly service to Bombay 
had been established, there were more passengers on the shorter line, 
and few on the longer or Calcutta line. With regard to the “ miser- 
able dividend,” as Mr. Glidden termed it, he waz not prepared to hold 
out hopes of a greater dividend than six percent. At all events he 
would forbear prophesying on the subject. The directors’ remunera- 
tion was regulated according to their attendances, upon a scile which 
the company had sanctioned. The consumption of coals Mr. Murray 
himself had admitted the other day at the office had been brought 
down toa point which he himself could never have dreamt of. They 
could not get a supply of suitable coal at Calcutta from the Indian 
collieries, but a gentleman had been deputed to make inquiries as to 
whether any means could be devised of making the Indian coal econo- 
mically available. Wines and spirits were not supplied ad libitum to 
the passengers. <A certain quantity was placed on the table, and no 
more. The directors were using the utmost eiforts to carry out economy 
in every department. (The good-service fund, £50,000, for allowances 
to old servants, insurances, &c., was charged five per cent., ag though 
it was a separate account, and although it was not separately invested 
it was perfectly safe. The converting the debentures into a stock had 
been discussed, and legal opinions taken upon it, but the result wag 
that the suggestion could not be acted upon. They had never found 
any difficulty in renewing debentures at 5 per cent., and occasionally 
they had renewed them at 4, and even 3} per cent. Communications 
had passed between the board and Lord Carnarvon on the subject of 
improving Galle harbour, but nothing had been done. Whether the 
company would be more successful with the new Government remained 
to beseen. The subject would not be lost sight of. 

The report was then unanimously adopted, and the dividend, at the 
te + three per cent., free of income-tax, for the half-year, was de- 
clared. - 

The Chairman, having drawn attention to the increased responsibi- 
lity and enhanced duties of the managing directors, said it was pro- 
posed that their remuneration should be £4,000 a-year, instead of a 
fixed payment for each attendance. ‘ 

Mr. Mackinnon moved a resolution to that effect, which Mr. Jackson 
who said that the labours and responsibilities of the directors had 
almost doubled since the time when they used to pay such high divi- 
dends, seconded. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

The Chairman, after a brief acknowledgment of this renewed mark 
of the shareholders’ confidence proposed the ratification of thes election 
made by the board of Mr. Cowie as a director, in the room of the late 
Mr. Anderson. 

This also was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Cowie expressed his thanks. ' 

The Chairman then explained that the appointment of Mr. Cowie 
left the number of directors at the minimum, and it would shortly 
be still farther redaced by the retirement of Mr. Weguelin, whose 
other pressing avocations had for some time made him desirous of re- 


signing. It was proposed to elect two new directors, making up the 
total number to eleven. 


Mr. Thurburn proposed, and Mr. Ogden seconded, the election of 
Captain Engledue, of Southampton, and Mr. Jones and several other 
proprietors having spoken in support of the proposition, it was carried 
nem. con. 


Captain Hngledue returned thanks, and made some practical re- 
marks, as an old commander in the Peninsular and Oriental and other 
companies, on the subject of economising fuel, mentioning instances 
where, by using sails and reducing steam (while keeping up the con- 
tract speed) very great saving in the consumption of coal had been 
realised, and suggested that if only a ton of coals a day per ship 
could be thus saved, it would amount to £109,000 a-year. 


Mr. Godfrey nominated the Hon. R. L. Melville ; and Mr. M’Cleoud 
having seconded the nomination, it was carried unanimously. 


Mr. Davis moved a special vote to Mr. Weguelin, M.P., for his 
long and valuable services, together with an expression of t at 
his ‘retirement from the board. This haying been seconded by the 
pane aged and carried, was appropriately acknowledged by Mr. We- 
guelin.

Advices from Lisbon, dated Nov. 28, state that the Australian, Sprague, 


from Newport to Singp., which put in there leaky, Nov. 23, was discharging. 


The Continental, Hall, which sailed from Cardiff, Nov. 14, for Singapore, 
arrived off Queenstown, leaky, and afterwards sailed again, has since put 
back a second time to Queenstown, reported leaky. 

A telegram received from Galle, dated Dec. 1, states that the Coroman- 
del, of Glasgow, Stinson, from Shields and Galle to Hong Kong, with 
coals, was burnt at sea near Batavia, Nov. 14-15, total loss; crew saved. 

Advices from Boulogne, dated Dec. 6, state that the Diana, Teengs, from 
Batavia to Rotterdam, with sugar and coffee, was stranded on the rocks 
at Andresells, near that place, Dec. 6, and would probably break up; cargo 
very much damaged; crew saved.
